2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Page 9, line 9, "seven bit" should be -eight bit- [see line 8, "8-bit block 200]. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. In the FORM PTO-1449, the number "5,508,925" is mistyped [because the issue 
date of US Pat. 5,508,925 is 04/16/1996 not as 10/19/93]. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Matsuoka (US Pat. 4,949,297). 

As per independent claim 1, Matsuoka teaches the claimed combination 
elements. Matsuoka' s Fig. 5 shows a bit block for an adder having a first bit stage 
(stage i, i=0 to 3), that generates a first bit associated propagation characteristic, e.g., 
see the output of an exclusive NOR gate (either EX-NOR gate 15, 16, 17 or 18). 
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As per independent claim 26, the claim recites an adder having a first bit block 
and a second bit block. The detail of the second bit block is identical to the bit block of 
claim 1. Matsuoka's Fig. 4, see col. 3, lines 48-58, shows a plurality of bit blocks [of Fig. 
5]. Therefore, Matsuoka teaches the claimed combination elements. 

6. Claims 2-25 and 27-44 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cited references are art of interest. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recorded 
references do NOT teach or suggest the novel "second bit stage that, based on the 
first bapc, generates a second bapc" feature as recited in dependent claims 2 & 27. 
Similarly language in independent claim 45.
